The percentage of infants & children protected 
against the major infectious diseases, in the area, is higher 
than most parts of the United Kingdom.

One unsound food case was dealt with by prosecution. The 
prosecution related to mouldy pies, the offencing firm pleaced 
guilty. Notwithstanding the precautions taken by the producing firm, 
the delivery men ignored the rules laid down and the offences were 
committed... The firm was fined £20. 


Many chickens were concemned following seizure from deep 
freeze units in shops. The condemnation was due to dirty killing 
practices and incorrect refrigeration anc storage conditions. 


A quantity of poultry was condemned cue to a breakdown in 
the refrigeration plant.

Regular inspections & visits are made to these premises 
by Veterinary Officers from the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries, and occasional visits by the Public Health Inspector. 

Tac standard of hygiene in the premises is good, notwith- 
standing the age of the buildings. Strict attention is given to the 
necessary precautions to be taken to prevent spread of contagious 
dis eases, 
Food Poisoning

Pét Shops. 
One licensed pet shop in the Borough, routine inspection 


of these premises carried out. Mo complaints have been received 
concerning these premises, 
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Offices, Shops and Railway Premises Act 1963. 


General inspections have been made of 75% of all the 
shops in the Haverfordwest Borough. The expressed hope that 
details of all shops would have been made during the year has 
Home en mln t red. possibly due to the transference to this 
Department, without any additional staff, of organising and 
supervising the refuse collection, disposal ans street sweeping 
Services, The high percentage of general inspections of shops 
is due to previous knowlcdge of many premises under the Food & 
Drugs Acts, and Food Hygiene Regulations. 


General hygiene and sanitation was good in the shops, 
but little action was taken regarding the lighting of premises. 
When standards of lighting are laid down by law it may be possible 
to enforce the legislation. In recent years many shops which were 
examined have been modernised and therefore, comply in almost all 
respects with current lepislation. 


No complaints were received from the staffs of shops 
inspected. 


More attention will be paid to shops other than Food 
premises when conditions permit. No annual analysis of persons 
enployed during the year has been taken. 


Revisits to offices and shops will be completed when 
possible. 
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
